Keller said that if a Bucks 
judge were to be appointed this 
year he would have to run next 
year for a full 10-year term. 
The appointment would expire 
in January of 1967. 


Tells Of Request 


Keller said that the bill he 
introduced was requested by the 
Bucks County Bar Association 
and “ at least one judge.” 


Welsh called Keller’s action 
“ another Beckert-type deal to 
get Bill Eastburn appointed to 
the bench.” William H. Elas-t- 
burn IU, 32, a Doylestown law­ 
yer, is a Republican candidate 
for district attorney as well as 
a county regional chairman for 
the GGP. 


Welsh has attempted, with no 
success, to get a candidate to 
oppose Judge Paul R. Beckert, 
who is up for election this year. 
Beckert is a former district at­ 
torney and county GGP chair­ 
man. 
He 
was* 
appointed 
by 
Scranton in December of 1963 
without the endorsement of the 
bar association.

SELMA, Ala. (UPI) — About 
400 Negroes and white clergy. 
men from 30 states staged an 
all-night prayer vigil and stood 
their ground early today in a 
cold drizzle of rain. 


The marathon demonstration, 
before 
a 
police 
line, 
began 
shortly after dark Wednesday 
night for the Rev. James Reeb, 
a white clergyman of Boston 
whose severe beating during ra­ 
cial demonstrations two nights 
ago 
sparked 
nationwide 
pro­ 
tests. 


Reeb lay near death in a 
Birmingham 
hospital. 
Three 
white men have ^ e n arrested 
on 
both 
state 
and 
federal 
charges in connection with the 
attack. 
The 
demonstrators 
biv­ 


ouacked in the street during 
the night, huddled against the 
chill in blankets and bed rolls. 


When dawn broke today the 
demonstrators sang “ Ain’t No­ 
body 
Going 
to 
Turn 
Us 
’Round.” 


Later they sang 
the 
Star- 
Spangled Banner while Public 
Safety Director Wilson Baker 
and other officers took their 
standing positions before their 
ragged line. 


The atmosphere was friendly, 
however, between police and 
demonstrators. When the crowd 
sang a verse that started “ God 
Bless Mr. Baker” the top po­ 
lice official of the city walked 
over to the Rev. Ralph Aber 
nathy and said with a grin 


“ Does this mean you arc going 
to call off the demonstration?” 


“ Gh no,” Abernathy replied. 
The Negro leader told a re­ 
porter that Baker had been “ a 


decent southern police official” 
throughout the trouble here.

Not Guilty 


CHICAGO (UPI) — A U.S. 
District Court jury today found 
ex-Gov. William G. Stratton in­ 
nocent of charges of evading 
$46,676 in income taxes. 


Cheers broke out in the court­ 
room when the jury of six men 
and six women announced the 
verdict. 
Mrs. Shirley Stratton, who has 
been at her husband s side dur 
ing most of the 10-week trial, 
jumped to her feet with a shout 
of joy. T he tall, silver-haired 
ex-govemor beamed. 


The verdict was returned 19 
hours after the case was put in 
the ju ry ’s hands, shortly after 
4 p.m. 
(EST) yesterday, and 
after a little less than eight 
hours’ actual deliberation. 
The government had sought to 
prove 
that 
Stratton, 
Illinois’ 
governor from 1952 to I960, had 
cheated on his income tax during 
his last four years in office. It 
charged that he failed to report 
$98,000 in income, spent lavishly, 
and diverted political contribu­ 
tions to personal uses.
